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SECRETARY KISSINGER AT WILLIAMSBURG 

ANNCR: VOA NEWS ANALYST RONALD uv . DUNLAVEY DISCUSSES SOME OF 
THE REMARKS MADE BY SECRETARY OF STATE HENRY KISSINGER BEFORE A 
MEETING TUESDAY OF THE NORTH ATLANTIC ASSEMBLY: 

VOICE: HENRY KISSINGER IS NOW WHAT IS KNOWN IN AMERICAN POLITICAL 
SLANG AS A "LANE DUCK" SECRETARY OF STATE. THAT IS, HE CONTINUES 
TO HOLD THE POSITION BUT 1S ALMOST CERTAIN TO BE REPLACED-- IF 
EVENTS FOLLOW THEIR NORMAL COURSE-- IN ABOUT TWO MONTHS. 

THEREFORE, HIS APPEARANCE TUESDAY AT THE OLD ENGLISH COLONIAL 
CAPITAL IN WILLIANSBURG, VIRGINIA, TO ADDPESS THE NORTH ATLANTIC 
ASSEMBLY “AS OHNE OF HIS DIMINISHI:'G NUMRER OF PUBLIC APPEARANCES 
AS SECRETARY OF STATE. AND, IN A CERTAIN SENSE, THIS GAVE AN ADDED 
SIGNIFICANCE TO HIS REMARKS. FOR WHILE MR. KISSINGER CAREFULLY 
AVOIDED GIVING ADVICE TO THE INCOMING CARTE? ADMINISTRATION, HE 
WAS OBVIOUSLY PROJECTING HIS IDEAS ABOUT THE FUTURE. 

THIS WAS PARTICULARLY NOTICEABLE IN HIS REMARKS-- IN RESPONSE 
TO QUESTIONS FROM THE AUDIEHCE--ABOUT AFRICA AND THE MIDOLE EAST. 
HE EXPRESSED CAUTIOUS OPTINISI! ABOUT THE CHANCES FOR SUCCESS IN 
THE RHODESIAN NEGOTIATIONS, WHICH HE DESCRISED AS “ENORMOUSLY 
COMPLEX" BECAUSE OF THE NUMBER OF PARTIES CONCERNED, HE WARNED 
THAT FUTURE FOREIGN INTERFERENCE IN ANGOLA=- ALONG THE LINES OF 
THE CUBAN INTERVENTION-- WOULD ALMOST CERTAIHMLY BRING INTO QUESTION 
SOVIET MOTIVES WITH REGARD TO DETENTE, AND AS FOR THE MIDDLE EAST, 
RE SAID BLUHTLY THAT-- IN HIS WORDS-- “THE OBJECTIVE CONDITIONS FOR 
PROGRESS TOWARD PEACC IN THE MIDOLE EAST ARE BETTER NOW THAN THEY 


HAVE BEEN AT ANY TIHE SINCE THE CREATION OF THE STATE OF ISRAEL." 
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MR. KISSINGER MADE THIS STATEHCNT IN THE PROCESS OF EXPLAINING 
LAST WEEK'S AMERICAN SUPPORT OF THE U.N, SECURITY COUNCIL VOTE 
CRITICIZING ISRAELT POLICIES IN THE OCCUPIED TERRITORICS. THE 
AMERICAN DECISION TO VOTE AFFIRiiATIVELY BROUGHT SHARP CRITICISM 
FROM ISRAEL AND FROM THE ISRAELI SUPPORTERS IN THIS COUNTRY. 
SECRETARY KISSINGER POINTED OUT THAT IT REPRESENTED NO CHANGE IN 
AMERICAN POLICY, AND THAT THE STATEMENT ITSELF REFLECTED ARAB 
MILLIHGNESS TO DELETE EXTREME LANGUAGE. THEI! HE ADDED: “WE FELT, 
PARTICULARLY AT THIS PERIOD OF GREAT UNCERTAINTY IM THE MIDDLE EAST, 
THAT IT WAS Tt? THE NATIONAL INTEREST AND THE INTEREST OF PEACE THAT 
NE VOTED AS WE DID." HE ALSO REFERRED TO THE POSSIBILITY OF 
REASSEMBLING THE GENEVA HIDEAST CONFERENCE, AND TO THE EASING OF 
TENSIONS RETHEEt: EGYPT AND SYRIA. THEI, TOO, HE EXPRESSED THE 
BELIEF THAT, AS HE PUT IT, THE COUNTRIES OF THE HIDDLE EAST HAVE 
LEARNED FROM EXPERIENCE THAT "NOBODY CAN IMPOSE ETS PROGRAM ON THE 
OTHER. 

THE THRUST OF HIS REHARKS, IN OTHER WORDS, WAS THAT THE MONTHS 
AHEAD WILL OFFER A GOOD CHANC# TO REGAIN MOMENTUM IN MIDDLE EAST 
PEACE HEGOTIATIONS, HE IS NOT ALONE IN THIS BELIEF; THE IMPROVE- 
MENT OF CONDITIONS IN LEBANON, TOGETHER “ITH VARIOUS POLITICAL 
CROSS-CURRENTS IN THE HIDOLE EAST, HAS FORTIFIED OTHERS IN A 
SIMILAR COUVICTION, SECRETARY KISSHIGER CAREFULLY -=- AND QUITE 
PROPERLY-- REFRAIHED FROM PRESCRIBING WHAT ACTIONS HE THINKS THE 
INCOMING ADMINISTRATION SHOULD TAKE TO FURTHE2 MIDDLE EAST PEACE 
NEGOTIATIONS. BUT HE MADE IT CLEAR WHERE HE THINKS THE CHALLEHGE 


AND THE OPPORTUMITY LIE.
